~ Out of a total of 739° students who 
applied for admission for the 1971- 
1972 academic year, 276 were accepted, 
Of these, 209 entered the preparatory 
program, 67 were enrolled as freshman 
and four received advanced placement. 
The geographical distribution of these 
students is: Northeast States, 62; 
Southeast States, 34; Northern States, 
91; South Central States; 19, Western 
States, 48; Canada, 22 and Foreign, 7.
